If it is possible, it will be arranged for Mr.

“Mr. Sapiro is the legal representative of a score of the 
world-renowned grower’s cooperative associations in California 
and elsewhere,” J. T. Orr, president of the Texas Farm Bureau 
Federation said. 
“It was through his guiding counsel that the 
first committee of farmers gathered, when the Farm Bureau was 
first forming in Texas, and worked out the plans for the Texas 
Farm Marketing Association, which is pooling a million bales of 
cotton under five year contracts, and the Southwestern Farm Bu­ 
reau Wool and Mohair Growers’ Cooperative Association, which 
is making a similar pool of two million pounds of wool. 
The 
Texas cooperative marketing law, passed by the recent legisla­ 
ture, the last word in rural cooperative legislation in America, was 
submitted by Mr. Sapiro. The bill was introduced by Representa­ 
tives Davis, of Dallas; Rountree, of Brazos; Williams, of McLen­ 
nan and Stevenson, of Victoria. 
The Senate amended the bill 
and these amendments were harmonized by a free conference 
committee composed of Senators Smith, Buchanan and Bailey 
and Representatives Davis, Rountree and Veatch. 
H. B. No. 227, “An Act to provide for the organization of 
purely cooperative marketing associations, defining their lights, 
duties and policies, prescribing who may organize such market­ 
ing associations, and providing for investigation prior to such 
organization, 
prescribing the powers that may be exercised by 
such marketing associations under this act; prescribing who may 
become members of such marketing 
associations; 
prescribing 
what shall be contained in the articles of incorporation; provid­ 
ing for amendments to the articles of incorporation; providing for 
by-laws and the powers under such by-laws j providing for the 
meetings of members of any association organized under this act, 
and prescribing the way and manner in which officers and direc­ 
tors of such corporations may be elected; providing 
tor 
membership certificates and their issuance, and also the 
liability of members 
under the 
articles of incorporation, 
and limiting the transferring of membership certificates; provid­ 
ing for the removal of officers and directors of any cooperative 
marketing association organized under this act; providing tor a 
referendum to the stockholders and entire membership of any 
organization on any question that may be referred to such stock­ 
holders or members; providing for marketing contracts bf co­ 
operative marketing associations; providing powers, giving the 
right of purchasing business of other associations, persons, firms 
end corporations In dealing with an organization incorporated un­ 
der the terms and provisions of this act; providing for annual 
reports, provided that all officers, employes and agents handling 
funds or property of cori>orations created under toe provisions of 
ibis act shall give bond, and prescribing the terms and conditions 
of such bond; providing for interest in other corporations or as­ 
sociations, and providing contracts and agreements with outre 
associations; providing that any association heretofore organized 
under the present existing statutes may by majority vote, come 
under the provisions of this act; providing for penalties for the 
breach of a marketing contract of a co-operative marketing as­ 
sociation. and for making false reports about the management 
thereof, providing that associations organized under this act shall 
not be construed as in restraint of trade; providing for annual 
license fees and filing fees under the terms and provisions ot this 
act, and providing that if any section of this act is declared un­ 
constitutional the remainder of the act shall remain in full force 
and effect, and declaring an emergency.'* 
“Mr. Sapiro was heard by large audiences on his other visits 
to Texas and the audiences in Dallas were filled with people who 
had come from every section of Texas to hear him.

years of experience hi the various California growers asso< ta­ 
ttoos but is also familiar with cotton and the cotton market, and 
is acting as representative for several large southern cotton mar­ 
keting associations now being formed.

forcement in Brazos county aud Texas. 
This meeting was at­ 
tended by the pastors of the several churches of Bryan, and a 
number of lay-members, both men and women. At this meeting 
it was decided to hold a county-wide mass meeting at the court 
house in Bryan on Friday, April 29th, and the following commit­ 
tee was appointed to arrange a program for the occasion: E. J. 
Jenkins, Mayor Tyler Haswell, Major L. L. Mclnnis, Mrs. Lee J. 
Rountree and Mrs. Albert Buchanan. 
This committee met Monday morning, and after a thorough 
discussion of the matter, a program was formulated which is 
very comprehensive in its scope and covers all phases of law in­ 
fractions, as well as many other present day problems, demoraliz­ 
ing in their influence, and yet do not come within the pale of the 
law. 
It was the concensus of opinion of the members of the 
committee that it is not so much a council on law enforcement 
that is needed, as a general education conference that will put 
the people to thinking, and bring them to a fuller realization of 
the alarming problems, both criminal and social, that are con­ 
fronting us today, and which are undermining the superstruc­ 
ture of all organized society.

Austin, Texas, April 16.—Governor Neff has received a large 
number of petitions from different parts of Texas requesting that 
he submit at the coming special session of the legislature, the 
rural school aid bill. The governor has intimated that he may do 
this, provided a way to raise the funds is provided for by the leg­ 
islature. It was because of insufficient funds that the governor 
disapproved the bill carrying $4,000,000 passed at the regular ses­ 
sion. Miss Annie Webb Blanton has suggested that funds to aid 
the rural schools may be raised by passing a law imposing a orie- 
cent tax on each ticket to a moving picture or other places of 
amusement. She also suggested that the imposition of a suitable 
tax on certain of the natural resources of the state, such as coal, 
sulphur, lumber and possibly oil, would go a long way to provide 
the revenue for the purpose herein indicated. The governor has 
not as yet, as far is known, formulated any definite plans for in­ 
creasing the revenue of the state for school or any other purpose.

inated in the mind of Colonel William 
J. Simmons, now professor of South­ 
ern history at Lanier University in 
Atlanta. 
"For fourteen years Colonel Sim­ 
mons thought, studied and worked to 
prepare himself for launching the 
movement. Then, in October, 1915, he

whom 
were 
three 
bona-fide members of 
the 
original 
klan when it was disbanded by Gen­ 
era! Nathan B. Forrest. All were en­ 
thusiastic over the proposal, and, as 
a result, at another meeting held in 
the same month, all present, thirty- 
four in number, signed a petition for 
a charter. 
Petition Accepted 
"The petition was accepted and on 
Thanksgiving night in 1915, the or­ 
ganizers of the klan assembled on 
top 
of

known as Stone Mountain, near At­ 
lanta, and there at midnight, under a 
blazng fiery cross, they took the oath 
of allegiance to the Invisible Empire, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 
"The charter was issued by the state 
of Georgia, Dec. 4, 1915, and a special 
charter was granted by the superior 
court of Fulton County, July I, 1916. 
Since the klan had among its charter 
members three of the original mem­

Spanish Trail winds into Louisiana, 
perhaps of all 
the states 
through 
which the historic highway passes, 
the richest in ancient Spanish legen­ 
dry. 
Tales descended to the present day 
have it that the Spaniards long con­ 
sidered the Gulf of Mexico as a Span­ 
ish lake. Argosies of gold sailed for 
years from the shores of Mexico to 
enrich the coffers of the ruler of all 
Spam, and Jean Lafitte’s buccaneers, 
waging war against Spain under let­ 
ters from Venezuela, succeeded' 
in 
making life aboard the gold-carrying 
ships anything but peaceful and un­ 
eventful. 
Seeking new sources of riches. De 
Soto discovered and crossed the Miss­ 
issippi river and while dving, begged 
his followers to subject it to the flag 
of Spain. His followers, however, 
seeking safety, struggled down the 
Mississippi to its mouth, leaving to 
F>aSalle, 140 years later, the distinc­ 
tion of claiming for France the vast 
territory which Spain might have had 
if De Soto had lived. Seventeen years 
later a French fleet entered the gulf 
and colonized Louisiana. 
From the Louisiana line the trail 
passes such famous spots as the San 
Jacinto battlefield, where Texas won 
her independence from Santa Anna. 
Galveston, although not on the trail, 
is made accessible through a tribu­ 
tary' 
highway. 
Refugio, 
Corpus 
Christi, San Patricio and many other 
Texas towns—their names testifying 
to the imprint of the Padres and Con­ 
quistadores—are within easy stages 
of the trail. 
The site of La Salle's 
treacherous death is on the main line 
of the trail, near the present city of 
Orange, Texas, and here a camping 
site has been provided for travelers 
San Antonio, around which much of 
the history of Texas is written, is 
an ancient mission, military* and soc­ 
ial center o f the Spaniards. With the 
settlement of the city a new trail was 
developed from Mexico City, which 
passes through San Antonio to Nac­ 
ogdoches and thence into French ter­ 
ritory. 
This trail is known as the 
El Camino 
Real—the 
king’s 
high­ 
way—and is believed one of the most 
ancient of American highways, for it 
appears to be but a continuation of 
the road sy*stem built bv the Aztecs. 
Westward from El Paso the trail 
misses through New Mexico in which 


In an unsigned letter from Wash­ 
ington, D. C., to the New York Her­ 
ald, is given an interesting account 
of a birthday dinner given by a form­ 
er Confederate, Colonel James Morris 
Morgan, to friends who had been his 
enemies during the Civil War. The 
signficance of the event is so strik­ 
ing, and the writer of the story ha* 
narrated the incident in such an in­ 
teresting manner that we take pleas­ 
ure in reproducing the letter in full: 
“There was a small bub unique 
party in Washington on March IO, the 
occasion 
being 
the 
seventy-sixth 
birthday of Colonel James 
Morris 
Morgan. 
Seated 
around 
the table 
were the following guests: Rear Ad­ 
miral Thomas O. Selfridgc, U. S. N., 
who had three ships sunk under him 
in the Civil War. 
One was sunk by 
the Confederate ram when that ves­ 
sel ran through the Federal fleet on 
her way to Vicksburg, and another, 
the frigate Cumberland, was rammed 
and sunk by the Merrimac 
in the 
great fight in Hampton Roads. Ad­ 
miral Selfridge is the only survivor 
of the Cumberland. 
“Captain H. H. Marmaduke, who is 
the sole survivor of the crew of the 
Merrimac on which vessel he was a 
midshipman; he was badly wounded 
by a shot from the Cumberland. 
“Rear Admirable John Crittenden 
Watson, U. S. N., who was the flag 
lieutenant of Admiral Farragut in his 
great victories and who was really 
the one who passed the line around 
Admiral Farragut when the latter 
mounted the rigging of the Hartford 
at the battle of Mobile Bay. 
“Rear Admiral Stirling, U. S. N., 
who was in the attack on Fort Fish­ 
er and who was also n a sloop-of- 
war which chased and cut up very 
badly the blockade runner Lillian, on 
board of which Morgan, then a mid­ 
shipman in the Confederate navy 
was trying to run into Wilmington, 
N. €., hi 1864. 
• 
“Rear Admiral Charles E. Clade, 
who was on the Ossipee when she 
rammed the Confederate ronclad Ten­ 
nessee at the battle of MobileBay 
and 
in the Spanish war commanded 
the famous Oregon. 
“Rear Admiral Colhy M. Chester, 
who was on board of the sloop-of-war 
Richmond 
ou 
Admiral 
Farragut’? 
fleet at the battle of Mobile Bay, and 
who in the Spanish war commanded 
the cruiser Cincinnati. 
“Major Herbert Barry, a nephew by 
marriage of Colonel Morgan and a 
member of Troop A. of New York, 
who was a liaison officer at the front 
in France, was the only other guest. 
“It is doubtful if any such historical 
gathering of men of Civil war fame 
will ever take place again in view of 
the fact that more than half a cen­ 
tury has elapsed since the Civil war 
ended.”

that no loan will be made after July I, 
1921, any part of which is to bo used 
in buying feed stuffs. Customers are 
warned that those who do not grow 
sufficient feed for use on their plan­ 
tations will have to borrow money, 
elsewhere. These banks state that 
over $1,000,000 was loaned to cus­ 
tomers last year to buy feed of various 
kinds.” 
Just how much is loaned annually in 
Bryan is not known, but the remark 
was made Saturday that an average 
of three car loads of feed is being 
hauled out of Bryan daily. A tremen­ 
dous leak that can and ought to be 
stopped!
